Ua- 
der these conditioaf It would seem as 
if tiie Oblumbla w«ra tmA 18 to 20 
seconds a mile faster than the Defend- 
er, and if she can make the same gain 
in a hard-blow the safety of the Amer- 
ica's cup will bo considerably allarsd.

Eleven ballots were taken, tbe flrat ra* 
aulting: Goebel 359 2-4, Stone 377 5-6, 
Hardin 8M 24. The last wu Goebel 
3461, Stone 376f , and Hakdin 3651. 

The most sensational incident of the 
many exciting events of the day waa the 
withdrawal of Gen. Hardin aa the oon- 
Taolloii waa on tha point of bagfa^iing 
the flrat ballot. Many of hia votaa want 
to Senator Goebel and at one time the 
latter bad eight more votes than enough 
to Dominata him, but changea were made, 
and Oan. Hardin remained In tha Hf^t 
His withdrawal was simply a shrewd 
move to demonstrate to Stone that the 
Western Kentucky man was not the 
only one in tbe fight 

The Courier-Journal thbika Senator 
Goebel is absolute BMBtar of tlie |ritna- 
tion. Itaays: 

"Ciaditad, M he baa been by hia friends, 
with being a nmarkably cool and shrewd 
politician, the Senator from Kenton has 
thus far forced bis bitterest enemies to 
admit hia skill aa a political manipulator.

Death of One of Maysvilie's Noble Ohriatian 
WmeB Satnrday Evening After a 
^ LlBceriig Ulness. 

Mr?. Eliza Richesoo, whOM critical ill- 
ness waa mentioned iMt wook, died Sat- 
urday evening between 5 and 6 o'clock at 
tho temily rMidoaco on Wett Third 
■tltet. She liad been a patient sufferer 
for a number of years with a complica- 
tion of diseases, and . for Mveral weeks 
had been rapidly tailing. 

Jdjn. Ricbeson was a daagbter of Wil- 
son and Ann (Wood) Coburn, and was 
in her seventieth year. She was tlie last 
of a tamily of ais children. Her tather 
waa in hia day one of MayaTille'a promi- 
nent and successful physicians; her 
mother waa a sister <4 the late Dr. Wil- 
liam Wood. 

Five children aorrive her— Mr. Wilaon 
Richeeon, of Chicago, Mrs. Anna Suther- 
land, of Winchester, Misses Sue and Ma- 
mie and Mr. £d. Ricliesou of this city. 
Her haabimdithe late John Bleheaon, 
waa for many yeara prominently identi- 
fied with Maysville's business interests. 

The passing away of this estimable 
woman, who repreaented for many years 
In tbia oommnidty a daaa now almoat 
extinct, leaves a void in our society which 
in many respects can never be filled.

The Philippine war has cost the Gov- 
ernment to date $63,000,000 in money 
and 004 men. 

Beeidea, about 6,500 soldiers have been 
wounded and many times that number 
have been made invalids. 

Yet the war seema no nearer an end 
than it was months ago. The Americans 
control less than 100 square miles of ter- 
ritory aud are rapidly losing the little 
they poeeeaa. 

An army officer returned from Manila 
made the astounding statement to-day 
that 80 per cent, of the soldiers in the 
Philippines will get pensions for dysen- 
tery and other intestinal complaints. 

An officer of high rank, well qualified 
to speak, estimatea that the war is cost- 
inx tlie Government about 1280,000 a day. 
AYben the entire ,':5,000 men are in the 
PbilippUMM tix» daily coat will exceed 
$300,000. 

This estimate does not include the 
extra cost of the naval forces, which will 
amount to $1,370,000 for the 137 days of 
the war over and above the normal cost 
of maintaining a aqaadron on the Asiatic 
station. 

The World correspondent was informed 
to-day that the expenditures for traos- 
portinK troops, equipment, sapplies, snb-^ 
sistence, maintenance of the navy and 
the payment to Spain of the $20,000,000 
indemnity and other incidental coats will 
foot up not leaa than 1200,000,000, with 
the probabUitisi tilt thdB aoin wUl be 
largely augmented by indaflnite cam- 
paigning. 

This SBoiBioas oost has praetlOBUy re- 
sulted in no material gain for the United 
States. The America^ have outposts 
strongly intrenched as lar north aa San 
•Fernando, to the south twenty miles, and 
to the east about seven miles. This is 
I not a continuous line, aa tlie rebels often 
break through. • • • 

Fh>m this it will appear that the mili- 
tary jurisdiction of thie United Statea is 
nil in the Pldlippiiies tuept in the im- 
mediate vicinity at Mairiltt. It does not 
extend even as Isr as did that of tiie 
Spanish forcea.
